NOTES ON HOTBEDS. 


WkM CUM •• Or.w. !• Ik* H»<W«.

The question as to what can be grown 


in a liotbed often arise*. Very much 
depends upon the kind of plantH grown 
and how closely the space Is occupied, 
l-'or puiposcs oi comparison a 5',i by 12 
foot hoibed was used, and the kinds of 
plants were onions for transplanting, 
tomato, leti.uce, nnllsli, beets, cabbage, 
cutilitluwer, cucumber and melon. With 
thu liotbed must also bo included a cold 
frame of the same size. The bed was 
sown April 1 as follows: One sash of 
onions, two of tomatoes and one of let- 
tuce, cabbage, cauliflower and radish. 
.The onion seed of course was sown 
very late, which was bad practice, and 
the plants occupied the space until too 
late for further use. All seeds were 
sown four (tithes apart in drills., The 
tomatoes were trausplanled when -the 
second set of leaves appeared and sim- 
ply occupied the same space as when 
•landing in the drills. 


May S-» 300 plants were potted and 


removed to the cold frame, aud the re- 
mainder were left In the bed until sold 
or otherwise dlspoicd of. The potted 
plants were all used at home, and by 
an accident 150 of these were destroyed 
after planting in the open ground. 
These were replaced from the liotbed, 
and the remainder, mostly sold by the 
dozen, brought 17.50. A portion of the 
ceH tnta« by filling and banking with 
manure was used for hotbed, intowmcb 
the cabtMge, cauliflower and lettuce 
wen transferred from time to time. Of 
the cabbage and cauliflower plants 200 
were planttd: out «nd the rest sold for 
80 cents. 


The first radishes were ready for am 


April 17, and thirty-two bunches were 
grown at 62 cents. These were follow- 
ed by beets for transplanting. As the 
lettuce and cabbage plants wen trans- 
ferred to the second bed tbe space wai 
used for cucumber and melon plant* 
started in berry boxes. Forty-sii in 
all were thus put in and later were 
transferred to the cold frame. Of the 
beets, sufficient were grown to set 200 
feet, of drill and onion plants enough 
to set 30 by 40 feet of space. The let- 
tuce sold during the month of • May 
amounted to ?8.50. Considerable was 
also planted in the open ground of 
which no account is taken. These re- 
sults are not to be taken as the maxi- 
mum or minimum, but rather a me- 
dium of what may be accomplished 
with the hotbed and cold frame. 


An earlier start would very likely 


have added considerable to tbe amount 
grown. 
There comes a time when 


plants will no lousier thrive well in 
the hoibed. but will do much better 
in the 
i-pi'n ground. 
So. senenilly 


speaking, th-.-n; is in'.ich to be ;r.-uned 
by nt e;r-!y start. 
For tlie kitchen 


garci'Mi. wiiore cnly a bed or two will 
tip found practical, then of course the 
time of starting must be arrallu'ed til 
accommodate the greatest variety of 
plants. 
One kind will require more 


time than sonic oilier, aud holding 
plants In the beds after tliey are ready 
to go out for soil and weather condi- 
tions to become favorable is poor prac- 
tice. Onions, for instance, for best re- 
sults should have gone in four to- six 
weeks earlier than April 1. as also let-' 
tuce and early cabbage. 
For extra 


earry the tomatoes should have been 
started at least liy March lo. and two 
crnps of radishes might easily have 
been, grown.—.!. E. .Morse in Ilural New 
Yorker.

Whenever the mercury in the thermom-

1 covered immediately. 


After the ;il:'.m* arc well established 


and two or tliive inches in height scat- 
tor enough nitrate of soda along each 
side of tbe plants to give the soil a 
grayish appearancp and work it intc 
ttfe surface soil, being very careful 
however, not to use too much nitrate 
and;,to keep it from coming in contact 
'ifljiftlie stem or roots of the plants. 


As originally outlined in Farm and 


Fireside, tliis plan was for tbe fall, 
when tlie soil if of clay and not under- 
drained received a heavy coating of 
well rotted barnyard manure whlcb 
was plowed or spaded to thoroughly 
intermix It with the soil and was aft- 
erward ridged, as shown.

Jeb" Stuart's Last Rally 


A rOKTIETH ANNIVERSARY WAR STORY

N the evening of May 8, 1804, 


the Infantry of the Federal 
army under Grant was gath- 
ering around 
Spottsylvuula 


Court pouse, Va., where Lee had taken 
position to block the pathway to Kleh- 
mond. During the night CJeueral I'hil 
Sheridan put his whole cavalry force 
ill motion to move past the Confed- 
erate army where It lay and march 
on the enemy's capital. There are no 
official reports to show the object of 
this expedition. General Grant in his 
report says, "General Sheridan start- 
ed on a raid against the enemy's com- 
munications with Richmond." In tbe 
narrative of his "Personal Memoirs" 
General Grant states that the object 
wa« threefold—to cut the Confederate 
lines of supply and telegraphic com- 
munications, xize and destroy stores 
on the way to Lee's army and draw 
off "Jeb" Stuart's cavalry so as to pro- 
tect the Federal trains from their 
forays. 
Sheridan says In his report 


that he was ordered to attack the ene- 
my's cavalry and make his way to 
Butler's army, then on the James riv- 
er between Richmond and Petersburg. 


Sheridan organized his corps Into 


three divisions under Generals D. 
McM. 
Gregg, Jamea H. Wilson and A. 


T. A. Torbert. Gregg was an experi- 
enced cavalryman and had led his di- 
vision In many hard campaigns. Tor- 
bert had served in infantry in the Sixth 
corps, having been at first a colonel of 
a New Jersey regiment In General 
Kearny's brigade. Wilson bad served 
on engineer duty. The brigade leader* 
were Generals George A. Custer, Wes- 
ley Merritt, Henry B. Davies and Colo- 
nels Thomas C. Devln, J. Irvin Gregg, 
T. M. Bryan and George H. Chapman. 
There were also twelve batteries of 
horse artillery, two of which accompa- 
nied each division constantly, .leaving 
a brigade of six In reserve for emergen- 
cies. At the outset of the campaign on 
the Rapldan the cavalry corps had 
numbered abont 12,000 men, but the 
losses in the engagements around tbe 
Wilderness had reduced the number 
present for duty to about 10,000 at tbe 
time the raid commenced.' Up to this 
time Sheridan's corps bud performed 
the duty of guarding tbe flanks of the 
army. 


On the morning of the 9th the caval- 


cade, reaching with its trains and bat- 
teries over a dozen miles, started rap- 
idly along the direct road between 
FredericksburK and Richmond, some 
distance south of Spottsylvania. Tho 
Confederate pickets reported tho move-

ment promptly, and very soon "Jeb" 
Stuart's horsemen were all under or- 
ders to follow. Stunrt's corps was com- 
posed of two divisions, led by Generals 
Wade Hampton and Fitz-Hugh Lee, 
nephew of General R. E. Lee. The 
brigades were led by Generals P. M. B. 
Young, Thomas L. Rosser, L. L. Lo- 
max, W. C. Wiekbam, John R. Cham- 
bliss and James B. Gordon. Five horse 
batteries were attached under Major 
R. P. Chew. 


The corps of Stuart numbered at the 


outset of the campaign about 8.000 
men, 
but this had been reduced by the 


engagement:) with Sheridan. Accord- 
Ing to Major H. B. McC'lellan, «'ho 
was Stuart's adjutant general and is 
his principal biographer, there were 
three brigades son! c.iii on tho «th to 
engage Sheridan—n:unely. Wicklium's, 
K.omax's and Gordon's, in a!l about 
.~i.UOO men, li-.l by Stuart and Fitz-Hugh 
!.«•. \Vic!;!!:mrs brigade had the ad- 
vance and iii:i<lc several ineffectual at- 
tacks on ti <• moving column. 
By the 


night uf thf first day Sheridan was 
across the North Anna river, about ten 
miles nortlr.vost t:f Hanover Junction, 
(.'lister's brigade seized Heaver Dam 
station, on t!.e Central ruiiroad. releas- 
ing ovor ,'iifi 1'nion prisoners who were 
on tho war to Richmond nniler guard. 
Several inMos c.t track wore destroyed, 
together wilh loi-omotivos and curs 
and large quantities of supplies. 


The first halt of Sheridan gave Stuart 


time to plan n movement to intercept

weaving Gordon's brigade 


to follow up the raiders. Stuart and 
Lee, with the brigades of Wickham 
and Lonmx, started tor Hanover Junc- 
tion, n shorter road to Richmond and

dan's course wus now west of this line, 
but it was the only through route open 
to him, and during the forenoon of the 
llth Stuart's outposts met Sheridan's 
leading brigade, under Devlu, and, 
falling back, drew him on to Yellow 
Tavern. 
Stuurt now sent an aid to 


Richmond to consult with General 
Bragg, who was now chief of stall of 
the Confederate armies. 
Bragg was 


confident that be could hold tbe Rich- 
mond fortifications witu the irregular 
troops (militia and miuutemen) then 
In Richmond. 


Sheridan pressed on his whole lead- 


ing division under Torbert and at- 
tempted to clear the telegraph road of 
the Confederates, but was repulsed. 
As Boon as Stuart beard from Bragg 
be placed his two brigade* across tbe 
road at right angles, Wickham on the 
right and Lomax on the left, with two 
cannon in the road and the remaining 
guna of a battery on a hill command- 
Ing the field. Torbert's whole division 
of three brigades confronted Stuart, 
and Wilson's division formed on his 
left In support. Custer's Michigan bri- 
gade of Torbert's division was In front 
of Wilson and was opposite to tbe 
cannon which Stuart bad planted on 
the hill. 


Stuart's men were all dismounted ex- 


cepting the First Virginia cavalry, 
which was held In reserve. The Fifth 
and Sixth Michigan regiments, also 
dismounted, charged on foot and drove 
Stuart's men, but there was a stub- 
born Confederate battury in the way 
of complete success, Johnston's Balti- 
more light artillery. 
Custer seut in

There wero three fences between 


the charging troopers and the battery, 
also a deep stream having but one 
bridge, but the Wolverenes rode out

j ing for the charge within 200 yards 
| of tho gnns. The advance squadron 


dashed upon tbe battery with a yell 


! and took two of the pieces, the leader, 
! Major Howrigan, reaching the guns 
' first. lie was shot in the urui. 
| 
Stuart's men retired after this disas- 


' tor to a new position stronger than 


the first. Custer then threw In the 
Seventh Michigan to support the First, 
and the line charged to the very muz- 
zles of the cannon. Stuart in person 
now rushed to the scene to save the 
day. 
Rallying around him about 100 


of his men. be opened fire with pistols 
upon Custer's lino. 
At the same In- 


stant the First Virginia cavalry charg- 
ed upon Custer's men, driving them 
back abreast of Stuart's little band. In 
the confusion of this melee Stuart was 
shot from his saddle. He died next 
day. 


Stuart's fate, like that of many a 


great soldier, shows how death Is a 
matter of chance In war as well as 
elsewhere. In the annals of the Michi- 
gan brigade It is said that the fatal 
shot was fired by Priyate John A. Huff 
of Company E, Fifth regiment. When 
Cnster's line moved forward, following 
tip the victorious chaw of the First 
and the capture of the guns, the Fifth 
marched on the flank of the First. 
Stuart was then eighty rods away. 
One of tbe Michigan troopers shot at 
the Confederate leader anil missed 
him. 
Huff watched the luckless at- 


tempt anil sai-.l to his commander, 
Colonel A Igor. "1 can fotob that man.'' 


"Try him." s;ti-.l the colonel. 
Olio 


shot was enough, and Huff said coolly 
to Algor. "There's a spread eagle for 
you." 


Huff was a prize marksman and ear- 


lier in the ivar hn! sorve.l with the fa- 
mous Bordan's Hh:ii'ps!iooters. He was 
mortally wonn Vd in the next battle of 
his regiment. .May lo. 1SH4.

are about twenty companies in that 
state, mostly new ones, and State Mas- 
ter Horton says that the average rate 
since organization Is between Sfj and 
90 cents per thousand.

library is becoming a feature of Krange

These libraries consist of twenty-five 
or thirty-live volumes, which arc ser.t 
out by the stnte libraries to the grange 
reading ciubs or other associations of 
citizens. 
They may he retained tbr<.-e 


months, wilh the privilege of renewal. 
The grange receiving these libraries 
pays culy the cost of transportation. 
One grange in Ohio secured over $75 
worth of hooks at the small cost of 
about a dollar for postage and express. 
At Ihe fii'l nf six months those hooks 
were rHunu'ci ami others secim-d, thus 
giving oppurtuiihy for tho reading of 
good books at n very slight expense.

Hli latest move la to suin- 
rnouB the General Assembly to meet in 
extraordinary session la Septem ber, to 
pan game of his pet crank measures 
for amending the Constitution of the 
State. In his proclamation calling the 
MMkm he takes occasion to reprimand 
the legislators, accusing them of dere- 
liction of duty in failing to seethe great 
wisdom of His Excellency's sugges- 
tions during the past sessions. It is a 1)1- 
tledifficult for the ordinary mortal to see 
how the governor or hiu party in to score 
any poiuts by this move. The General 
Assembly with a Republican majority 
iu both branches may fail to convene iu 
fuflicient numbers to luuke a quorum. 
There is uo power that can compel the 
attendance of the members of the 
House but the Speaker, or if the two 
bodies see fit to come together the ma- 
jority can immediately pass a resolu- 
tion of adjournment and go home 
again. 
Ju either case the goveruor 


would accomplish nothing except the 
creating of considerable expense to the 
Slate iu calllug this entirely unneces- 
sary extraordinary session. As a po- 
litical trickster His Excellency is hard 
to beat. 


There has beeu a great deal of com- 


ment and considerable heartburning 
the past week over the manner in which 
the Invitations to the launching of tbe 
battleship' Rhode Islaud were distrib- 
uted. If nil reports are true then the 
distribution was somewhat peculiar, to 
say the least. The announcements that 
have beeu made public show that only 
the1 so-called state house ring were the 
recipients of the honors bestowed by 
those who had tbe distribution iu 
charge. Nut a single ex-governor of 
the State was invile'd. ' The glittering 
stttfl of His Excellency waa iguored. 
The mayors of the several cities are left 
on the outside. IS cue of tbe several 
patriotic societies of tbe State which 
had much to do iu naming the vessel 
has a representative on this occasion. 
It is a well known fact that a set of 
colors bad beeu long since tendered tbe 
.Rhode Island by the ladies composing 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, and that ofler was accepted with 
thanks by the autborities, but neither 
the State Regent, who is the wife of an 
ex-Governor, nor any member repre- 
senting thl» large army of distinguished 
women, has any place at tbe launch- 
ing. It would seem that this organi- 
zation should have been represented if 
no other. And lastly, not a uewspaper 
in the State, with one single exception, 
is allowed to have a representative pres- 
ent to seethe Slate's namesake take to 
the water. 


Hearstism seems to be about dead 


and its friends are apparently only 
waiting for the corpse to get quiet to 
give it a decent burial. The boom will 
perhaps continue to sputter and emit 
foul smelling gases for awhile, but the 
danger of damage from It is reducad to 
•mall proportion. Thus far the large 
check book of the presidential aspirant 
has apparently succeeded ;in buying 
only eix delegates from Rhode Island 
and an equal number from North Da- 
kota. It is well for the country that 
this boom has collapsed thus early. 
Had it goueon^gaiuiug strength for tbe 
next two mouths, tbough it could never 
have gained control of tbe Democratic 
convention, it might, and probably 
would, have frightened many timid 
people and would have a tendency to 
unsettle business and financial affaire 
generally. For a small man there never 
was a greater demagogue than this 
name Hearst. He, through his yellow 
journals, is cateriiifr. only to the lowest ' 
eleiutuu in every coiuuiutiiiy.

The new battleship Rhode Inland 


which tli,i builder* hopi to launch on' 
April 80, IB one of three ilrsl-eUw bat- 
tleships, money for which wan appro- 
priated by Congress iu March, 1899, 
These carry the heaviest armor and 
most powerful armament for ships of 
their class, and they are ships which 
undoubtedly are the equal in lighting 
•trenglh of any in the world. Two 
more of the same sort were appropri- 
ated for by Congress iu June, 1901). The 
first three of them) vessels wure to b» 
sheathed and coppered, and tlw lant 
two without f heathiug; but the Navy 
Department, in taking this question 
under consideration, finally decided to 
omit all sheathing; so that the live ves- 
sels are exact counterparts of one an- 
other, except for minor modiiicatious 
incident to constructiou. These live 
ships are of 15,000 tons displacement, 
435 feet load waterline, 7U feet 2j inches 
extreme breadth; meau draft at trial 
displacement 23 feet 9 Inches, and great- 
est draft with full load 26 feet. 


Congress, In March, 1899, appropri- 


ated money f»r three sea-going coast- 
line battleships carrying tbe heaviett 
armor and most powerful armament 
for veuela of their class and provided 
for two more by tbe act of June 7,1900. 


Tbe Bureau of Construction and Re- 


pair fully carried out the evident pur- 
pose of Congress, for the design of the 
Rhode Islaud class 
represents five 


most powerful battleships. 


Of the five veseels appropriated for, 


three were required to be sheathed and 
coppered and two without sheathing. 
Immediately after being contracted for, 
however, the Navy Department took 
this question uuder cousideratiou and 
decided to omit all outside sheathmg 
aud coppering, no that each vessel of 
the class is now a counterpart of the 
other, except for minor modifications 
Incident to construction.

The Rhode Island will carry|four,12- 


iuch guns, 40 calibres iu leuglu, mount- 
ed in pans hi bulauced turrets, one 
uirret buiny iocaled forward of Ihe 
superstructure aud the other aft, aud 
each having a total arc of train of 270 
degrees. Of the eight 8-iuoh guns, 45 
calibres iu length, which will be car- 
ried on this vessel, four will be mount- 
ed by pairs iu turrets, superpose! upon 
the 12-uich turretsl^above! meutioued, 
aud four in two broadside turrets slight- 
ly forward of amidships, the amidships 
turrets havlug a total arc of train of 180 
degrees. Iu tbe .Rhode Island there 
will be a broadside battery ou the gun 
deck of 12 6-Inch rapid-fire guns 50 cal- 
ibres in length, mounted six on each 
side, each with a total arc of train of 
121 degrees.

WASIIINOTOX, D. C., April 16, 1904. 
Tbe week has been a very interest- 


ing one In Washington, politically, so- 
cially and sorrowfully. 
Many interest- 


ing speeches have been made In both 
houses of Congress, cpncernlug import- 
ant questions. Senators and Represent- 
atives who talk|largely for political ef- 
fect have had (ample opportunity fur 
doing so by presenting amendments to 
pending bills, denouncing the bills, and 
then voting for them with astonishing 
unanimity. This is very satisfactory 
to the Republicans, who have but to 
contain themselves willi patience, re- 
main good uatured aud see the opposi- 
tion discreetly come to terms. 
Just 


now a favorite form of Democratic di- 
version is to keel haul (JroverClevelaud 
for all the misfortunes which have 
come to the Democratic party. 
He is 


denounced as the noblest Republican 
of them all. There must be it scape- 
goat, and tbe reviled ex-President is as 
good as auy. Perhaps all this irrltatiou 
is but natural, since, as Congressman 
Hamilton of Michigan says: "Protec- 
tion makes good times.". Aud happy 
aud prosperous people are turuiug, al- 
most to a man, to Preaideut Roosevelt 
as their leader for four more years. All 
tbe political news from the Statee 
which comes to tbe Whit* House it 
reassuring aud tbe President can well 
consider himself relieved of anxiety re- 
garding bis nomination aud election. 
Tills give* him and bit adviaers time 
for tbe cousideratlou.of important aud 
pressing questions. 


Tbe explosion ou the Missouri, with 


tbe appalling resulting loss of life, 
caused great torrow and perplexity 
among tbe officials of the govern- 
ment.

men" who perished. The exact cuu^e 
of the disaster may never be .known.

suggest that the use of smokeless pow- 
der .may have had something to .do 
with the explosion. Its nature is uot 
yet very well understood. 


The Chinese question looms large 


and yellow ou the mteruatioal horizon, 
aud Secretary riay and Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox are giving it careful atten- 
tion. The Chinese minister has pluck- 
ed up couruge enough to inform tbe 
President tbat if the present.harsh laws 
against tbe Chinese are coutiuued and 
enforced, reprisals upou the part of th« 
least favored nation may be expected. 
So long us this state of things contin- 
ues it is foolish to expect auy consider- 
able trade relations with China, aud 
the opeu door wiil he closcil. 
On the 


other hand Congressman Llvernash of 
California, who represeuts labor, waiitt 
the exclusion act maintained, and so 
does the Federation of Ijabor. It is 
difficult to eat one's cakeand keep it too. 
The govern men t cannot, please every- 
body, but iu the last analysis must do 
justly and await the evolution of events. 


Seuator Morgan ban again begun lo 


discuss Ihe whole Panama canal ques- 
tion, aud at tills writing is iu tbe midst 
of the third day of his speech making. 
The opportunity was afforded by the 
consideration of the Canal Xoue Gov- 
erumeut Bill. The proposition is to 
give the zone a civil government and 
confer upou the commissioners the par-' 
doning power. Mr. Morgan argues tbat 
a military government would be much 
better aud more iu harmony with the 
eternal fitness of thiugs. He takes the 
grouud tbat the zone is a military reser- 
vation, policed by United States sol- 
diers, and 
that tbe commissiouert 


should devote their best energies to the 
construction of the caual, relieved of 
all collateral matters. There is much 
KOod sense iu this view of the matter. 
But will men be willing to work uuder 
military law? Can civilians be com- 
pelled to do this? Why uot get eulist- 
ed men to work upon the caual? 


Tlje proposal to investigate tbe post- 


otlice is still under cousideratiou. Seu- 
ator Aldrich is iu favor of the scheme 
as he thinks the result would be favor- 
ab'e to the .Republican party. The Sen- 
ate leaders are carefully discussing the 
whole matter. The fact appears tbat 
Messrs. Conrad and Bonaparte are still 
pushing their iuvestigatious, aud that 
the postoftice in New York is being 
overhauled. Whether a uew investiga- 
tion will be ordered by a Senate com- 
mittee is now largely a question of pol- 
icy. Probably uot. 


The tundry civil appropriation bill it 


before the House, it carries tbe sum 
of »59,102,400. One of the uew provis- 
ions Is for a new office building for the 
Senate, to correspond to the building in 
course of erection for the House. The 
structure is to cost $2,250,000 aud the 
site will cost 1760,000.

it Viceroy Alexieli suites that mines 
wen- responsible for the disaster. The 
admission ol the presence of Japanese 
ships off Port Arthur on the night pre- 
ceding the ,,'oing out of ihe itussian 
ships, which were watched by Admiral 
Makariiff, tends to establish Vice Ad- 
miral Togo's clain; that his ships laid 
mines on \vliic-n the Itussian battle- 
ships struck. 
' The viceroy's report was sent only 
after a thorough investigation ordered 
by the czar had been made. 
It was 


published this morning through I he war 
commission. 
It explicitly states that 


"under the starboard side of the Petro- 
pavlosk there was an explosion" aiul 
specifically declares Hint a mine ex- 
ploded under the Pobieda. 
That the 


Itussian ships did not run on to their 
own mines Is shown by the failure of the 
viceroy to mention anything of the kind 
and by the positive statement of the 
port admiralty that Admiral Makaroff 
was familiar with the location of the 
explosives defending the port.

visors that tiie czar conducted negotia- 
tions with Japan, and It Is claimed that 
they misjudged the temper aud purpose 
of the Japanese and 
left the czar 


In ignorance of the preparations for 
war which Japan was making and the 
rising spirit of that empire. 
The 


enemies of Alexieff have persistently 
asserted that as the m?in on the spot be 
should have kept the czar informed 
concerning these vital points. 


On the eve of the war Alexieff ap- 


parently still bad the confidence of the 
czar, but the lack of preparedness of 
the Port Arthur fleet, as shown in the 
cases of the battleships Ketrizan and 
Czarevitch, called the attention of the 
czar to tlie slackness of the naval ad- 
ministration In the far east. 


The anti-Alexieff party in St. Peters- 


burg held that Vice Admiral Stark, who 
was the viceroy's representative, was 
responsible under him for the first re- 
Terse at Port Arthur. Viceroy Alexieff 
recommended the appointment of either 
Vice Admiral Doubassoff or Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff to command the fleet, in 
succession to Stark. 
The czar se- 


l*cted Makaroff and at the same time 
Issued a special ukase making him abso- 
lutely independent. 


This was the flrst blow publicly given 


to Alexieff. The second wai the ap- 
pointment of Genera! Eoropatkin as 
commander-in-chief of the army in 
Manchuria. 
Kuropatkin sided with 


Count I.amsdorff, the foreign minister, 
and M. Wltte against the 
policy of 


Manchurian annexation, and stated to 
tht Chinese minister to Russia that the 
whole trouble originated with Alexleff. 
That there might be no doubt of Kuro- 
patkln's exact jurisdiction, the emperor 
issued another ukase defining it and 
gave tlie former minister of war com- 
plete control of military operations In 
the far east. 


Viceroy AlexiefT is expected to come 


directly to St. Petersburg By his with- 
drawal from the far east he will not 
only lose the dignified position of direct 
representative of the emperor, but the 
salary' of $."ifi,000 and an allowance of 
125.000 per annum.

DR. WADSWOHTK'S INVENTION. 


In 1828, Dr. John A. WadBWortb, of 


this city, thought out a safety boiler, 
aud Dr. John W. Richmoud, Earl Car- 
penter, Stephen Phillips, Roger W. Pot- 
ter aud Richmond Browuell formed a 
company to build a boat with such a 
boiler. Although called a safety boiler, 
there was, in reality, uo boiler at all; 
but a collection of pipes in which the 
steam was generated, aud nothing very 
serious in the way of au explosion could 
happen. The idea bore some resemb- 
lance to that involved in the Herreshoff 
coil of today. The new boat was called 
the Wadsworth, aud Capt. Wadsworth 
was her commander. She was built at 
Pawcatnck, measured 72 tons, aud was 
lauuched iu September, 1828. The next 
spring shfi was put on the Newport line. 
The Journal of May, 1829, says of her: 


This commodious, safe and swift little 


boat, is well adapted for the accommo- 
dation of passengers. Her cabin is on 
deck, and she is so constructed that pas- 
sengers can have an opportunity of see- 
ing the beauties of the bay without be- 
ing exposed to the rain. Her machin- 
ery is all under cover and makea so lit- 
tle noise that you would uot know there 
was an engine iu operation were it nol 
for the motion of the wheels. The speed 
of the boat surpassed our expectations, 
and, iu our view, establishes the feasi- 
bility of the Wadsworth invention to 
steamboat navigation. The last, though 
by uo means the least consideration, is 
the safety attending this boat. Pas- 
sengers are in uo danger ot being scald- 
ed to death by the burstlug of the boiler; 
for, 
If the whole of her generating pipes 


should burst at once, they could not 
injure any one. 


The Wadsworth raced with the Rush- 


light, then just built, to Newport about 
this time, aud beat her a few minutes, 
but a notice was immediately thereaf- 
ter tacked on to her advertisement, 
stating that "the master of the Wads- 
worth pledges himself, when there are 
passengers ou board, not to extend his 
engine iu order to pass or race with any 
other boat." The Wadsworth made 
her last trip between Newport,aud 
Providence June 25, 1881. She was 
then sold to go ou the North River, aud 
for some years she ran between Albany 
and Troy. 


THE FAVORITE RfSIII.IOHT. 


In 1827-8, Capt. Northam, not satis- 


fled with his experiment with the Bab- 
cock, built another boat, which he 
called the Rushlight. She was 104 feet 
long, eighteen feet beam and measured 
120 tons. She had a quarter deck and 
two cabins. Thegentlemen'scabiu con- 
tained eighteen berths and the ladies' 
cabin six. The Newport Republican 
said of her: 


The new and elegant steamboat Rush- 


light has commenced running between 
this place and Providence. 
She was 


built by Messrs. Somhwick, of this 
town, and is much admired for the ad- 
mirable proportion of her hull and for 
. the neatness and convenience of her ac- 
commodations. 
Her machinery was 


constructed ou the Babcock principle, 
which from recent experiments is found 
to propel at the lateof eight miles au 
hour against wind and tide. Her com- 
mander, Capt. Currie, enjoys the esteem 
of all who know him. 


It took the Rushlight three hours !o 


run from Providence to Newport, but I 
she continued her trips with various ar- ' 
rangements from 1828 to 1835.

In 184G, the Roger Williams made 


her appearance. She was built at Brook 
lyn by B. F. Woolsey and others ant 
was the iinest boat that bad been pu 
on the Bay.

She made her first trip from New York 
iu lees than eleven hours, aud regularly 
ran between Provideuce aud Newport 
iu au hour aud a half. She was com- 
manded by Capt. B. F. Woolsey. aud 
landed at India Poiut. She left New- 
port week days at 6 a. m., arriving iu 
Provideuce in time to catch the early 
traia for Boston; and returning, left 
Providence at 6 p. m., reaching New- 
port at 7:30. Sundays, she left Provi- 
dence at 8 a. m., aud Newport at 5 p 
m. She was too large and too fine a 
boat for the Newport route at that time, 
and at the close of the season was with, 
drawn, to return no more. 
She was 


taken to the North River the next sea- 
son and remained there. 


The next boat waa the Perry. She 


win built in Brooklyn, in 1846, for R. 
B. Kinsley, of Newport. She meas- 
ured 255 tou*; had a beam engine, and 
looked some like the Cauouicus. She 
was commanded by Capt. George W. 
Woolsey, aud was built to ruu between 
Fall River aud Newport. In January, 
J.S47, the Perry made three trips a .week 
to Fall River, running alternate days 
to Providence, lu Juue, 1848, she be- 
gan ruumug to Fall River iu the fore- 
noon aud to Provideuce iu the after- 
noon 
Soou afterward, she began mak- 


ing two trips a day to Provideuce. She 
was a very popular boat, aud coutiuued 
ou the route until late iu the war. 


Ou the 24th of July, 1801, the Eagle's 


Wing, Capt. B. (J. Cromwell, was 
burned off Pawtuxet, while on her way 
to Provideuce to take au excursion 
party to Block Island. The fire was 
discovered on the boiler hatch and it 
spread with great rapidity. The steam- 
ers Perry aud Bradford Durfee were 
near and their boats brought off the 
crew and the three passengers on board. 
The boat was headed forSabin's Poiut, 
but she drifted back across the bay and 
sauk off Pawtuxet. She was owned in 
New Bedford and was uot Insured. Her 
engineer was Charles Smith, the fire- 
mau who was saved from the Lexing- 
ton.

School Teachers' Salaries. 


A summary of the salaries paid to 


the school teachers iu the chief Euro- 
pean countries appeared recently iu 
several American newspapers. This re- 
port showed that the salaries of teach- 
ers iu Euglaud range from an average 
of $350 for men to $250, or £veu as low 
as §200, for women. The lowest annual 
salary paid to a full-fledged teacher 
iu Belgium isJ192. The average for a 
country or village teacher in Prussia 
isS218 per year, although Perllu teach- 
ers receive from $315 to $650; womeu 
are paid from $140 to $400. Krauee has 
au irreducible minimum of $220. Hol- 
land $I(iO, Portugal $96 for the country 
aud $108 for the city, and Sweden aud 
Norway $136 for men aud less than

California you will see iu the extreme 
west two ranges of mountains, the Sier- 
ra Nevada aud the Coast Range, run- 
ning parallel for nearly flve hundred 
miles. The Siskiyou at the north and 
the Tebacbapl at the south link these 
mountains together, forming au im- 
mense watershed wlthiu whose bound- 
aries 
is a vast basin. This basin, 


geologists tell us, was at one time a 
great inland lake aud the decayed veg- 
etatiou of centuries, washed by rains 
aud drawu by gravity, accumulated 
therein, forming a soil of great depth 
aud unequalled fertility, spread out In 
the bottoms by the wash of mighty 
streams. These streams are there to- 
day; 
that flowing from the south 


drains the valley named from it the 
San Joaquin. From the north flows 
the stream that Los Buenos Padros 
deemed so pure and clear that be called 
it Sacrameuto, and this valley is the 
new fruit-growing country. It is one 
of the largest river valleys iu the world, 
and it is conservatively reckoned that 
ills capable of supplying a population 
of six million people, who can grow 
there every variety of plant known to 
the temperate and sub-tropic zoue. It 
has au area of perhaps 20,000 square 
miles. 


The great fertility of this valley has 


been long known. Through it a half 
century ago roamed the vast herds of 
the Mexican vaqueios who settled it 
first, and gave way iu later years to the 
American ranchmen. These In turn 
were Invaded by the wheat farmers, 
who still hold sway iu many portions. 
Only a few short years ago a man might 
ride a horse for a day and not ride off 
the domain of a single wheat farmer. 
Yet today these great wheat farms are 
rapidly being cut up into ten aud 
twenty acre lots and planted with fruit 
trees. 


It is ouly a little while ago tBat the 


first orange orchard was set out in Oro- 
ville, Butte County, and the adventu- 
rous promoters of the scheme were free- 
ly critized as insane by almost every- 
body who knew of it. Oranges would 
uot grow ou that soil, everyoody knew 
.bat. The frost would kill the trees, 
or if 
it did nut, 
would ruin 
the 


jlooui. Disaster of all sorts was freely 
predicted, yet these argonauts in north- 
iru fruit growing wuut on, preferring 
experimental to uou-progressive argu- 
ment, expending about $24,000. 
In 


hree years after planting, $25 per acre 
over and above the coat of picking and 
planting was realized. This corpora- 
ion has today a hundred acres iu full 
bearing, worth at least $150,000. 


It does not take the wise men of the 


2ast long to see a star of uew commer- 
cial prosperity rising, aud they have 
ollowed this portent to where it stands 
above the Sacramento Valley. 
The 


growing of citrus fruit here lias passed 
rapidly beyond tlieexpermeutul stage, 
for today statistics show already up- 
wards of a million trees in full bearing 
iu this region, besides five hundred 
thousand not yet bearing, aud three 
hundred thousand just plumed. This 
means ouly the begiuuing of a develop- 
ment which is bound to have a cumula- 
tive increase. The great farms still fill 
a good portion of the "alley. 


In 1901 sixty thousand tons of green 


fruit were shipped by rail out of the 
Sacramento Valley, to say nothing of 
the amount that went down ou river 
boats, against thirty-three thousand 


July the highest leuiperaturea recorded 
are 103 iu the heat of the day, falling to 
51 to 73 ut uight. The uiouutaius to 
the westward spill all the moisture 
from the air aud the dryuess makes 
the heat hardly uoticeable. 
Laborers 


iu Ihe field work ou in the full suu of 
such days aud do uot notice the heat 
iu the least. A cage of sunstroke is yet 
lo be recorded iu Ihe region. 


Portland IB the chief market for fruit 


shipment to the East aud the North- 
west for all California fruit aud the 
growers of the Sacrameuto Valley are 
several hundred miles .nearer 'their 
market thau the Los, Angeles growers, 
their fruit matures a little earlier here, 
au<i they avoid transshipment at Ban 
Fraticibco which also adds to the ex- 
pense of the Southern growers. Irriga- 
tion iu most (instanced is uot ueeded. 
The citrus fruit trees jfeud down long 
tap root* which aeem to have a peculiar 
faculty of finding moisture at lower 
level* and in many places underground 
•treain* seem to be prevalent here. 
Well* sunk ouly a moderate distance 
always Hud this substratum of water 
which ia fed by the melting suows of 
the mouutaiu ranges aud is pur* and 
eparkliug. The trees find it too, aud 
do uot need to depend ou rainfall for 
watering. 
From April to October 


there Is rarely auy rain, but during the 
winter mouths showers are frequeut. 


Many colonies from the east aud in- 


deed from Europe have found pros- 
perity in the region, a notable instance 
being the Swiss colouy of winegrowers, 
known as the Swiss Agricultural Col- 
ouy. These people formed ou a basis 
or two thousand shares, each share rep- 
resenting a paid capital of a dollar a 
month. As soon as ten thjuaaud dol- 
lars was raised in tills way au old sheep 
camp ou Russian River was purchased, 
two thousand acres were dug, rooted 
uud ploughed, and today the oue hun- 
dred families havi

ly double the amount. Other fruitfi are 
wonderfully succesful here too. The 
Stanford vineyard iu Tebatiia County 
aud the Natoiua vineyard iu Sacra- 
mento Couuty, comprising five thou- 
sand acres, each claim tbe largest out- 
put of any Biugle vineyard 
iu the 


world. 
Near 
Coruiug in Tenatiia 


County are nearly five thousand acres 
in olives, some iu bearing the first 
time this year. Oue man iu Orlaud, 
fourteenjiniles south of Corning, has 
sixty-five actea of almonds in full bear- 
ing, a most successful venture. But it 
is not the large growers alone » ho suc- 
ceed. 
In tbe same town is an old 


couple, living upon a single acre upon 
which they 
raise oranges, lemons, 


strawberries, blackberries, and lielgiat 


•e laid a firm founda- 


tion for a uew city in which they have 
a personal interest in a church, school- 
house, railroad station, post and tele- 
phone otllce, aud oue of the largest 
wineries in the State. 


Another method of providing for 


new settlers has been adopted by the 
wiser of the old time ranchmen who 
foresaw the uew era about to dawn in 
the district. Citroua Park is a uotable 
example of this. Here the ranchman 
carefully laid out a town ou his miles 
of rauch laud. In a central square he 
located the church with small allot- 
ments all about it for stores aud busi- 
ness bouses. Tueu he divided up the 
remaining laud into 
teu-acre 
plot's 


which gives each settler as much fruit 
laud aud garden space as he can attend 
to personally aud get the uest results 
from. A few hundred dollars buys 
these lots. 
The 
rauchmau 
turned 


grower of young trees himself and for 
each intended settler he sets out tiie 
land iu as many acres of oranges, lem- 
ous, olives, or other fruit as the settler 
wishes, planting aud caring for the 
trees for a year, replacing any whii u 
fail aud delivering the land planted as 
desired aud ready for occupancy at the 
end of the year. The cost of the trees, 
properly planted and watered is about 
a hundred dollars an acre for citrus 
fruit, little more thau half that for 
olives, an acre Inking about a hundred 
orange or lemon. 
These trees come 


into bearing on the third or fourth year 
after planting and the first returns 
from them, according to careful statis- 
tics taken in the valley, are three to 
five dollars a tree in Ihe first year of 
bearinir. There are man}' trees in the 
region from which carefully complied 
sialisticsshotv a return of twelve aud 
fifteen dollars a tree for the year's 
crop. 


On these same lands, those adapted 


to orange growing, alfalfa aud vegeta- 
ble produce ttiree crops a year, but for 
there shallow rooted plants irrigation 
is necessary. This is provided by the 
many tributaries of the Sacrameuto or 
by pumping with windmills or other- 
wise from the unfailing wells which 
tap the substratum of water which 
seems to be a feature of many parts of 
the Sacramento Valley.—Transcript.

At thit opeuiug of tin Revolution 


Kbod« Mauden forsaw the Importance 
of preparing for the inevitable coufliet 
ou ttw wat«sr| aud approaebed it with 
a eoutldeuc* iu the outeoin* bred of 
their su www a» followers of the sea. 
Ou August iC, 1775, their Ueueral As- 
•euibly pawed a comprehensive reso- 
luu'iu instructing "tlieir delegates to 
use tUeir whole iufli-'MKie at the eimulnj; 
Cougress for buildiug, at tbe C'outi- 
ueuul expeuse.a fleet of suttleieut force, 
for tu« protection of ihewj colonies." 
The Continental Congress was uouie- 
what aghast at the temerity of meeting 
.kuglaud's vast uavul power ou tbe «-•», 
but inspired by the confidence of lihode 
.[aland, soon after tbe presentation of 
these reaolulious, several vessels were 
ordered and a Marine Committee ap- 
pointed. Before tbe end of tbe year a 
counideriible Couimeutal fleet was au- 
thorized at au estimated coat of over 
|850,000. Bancroft atatea: 'This was 
tbe origiu of our Navy." The Marine 
Committee became tbe Naval Couiuiit- 
tee and finally a permaueut coininlttee 
at Cougrew.

«iguei of tbe Declaration of Indepen- 
dence Iu behalf of Bbode Inland, for 
leu y«ars Governor, for many year* tbt 
Chief-Justice, of the Colony, aud rec- 
ognized for till learning aud ability 
throughout tbe thirteen coloutte, rep- 
resented Rhode Island ou tbe naval 
committee. 


Iu looking for a commander, tb« 


•committee naturally turued to the com- 
munity that bad urged tbe inaugura- 
tion of the Navy. Knelt Hopkins, a 
brother of Stephen, wan tbeir unani- 
mous choice. Me was born iu Bcituate, 
Khode Island, April 26. 1718; wat a 
descendant of the fourth geueratlou 
from Thomas Hopkins, an associate of 
Koger WilliauiB iu the settlement of tu« 
colouy; aud a member of one of iu 
prominent families. 
When twenty 


vears old be shipped as a raw hand on 
a vessel bound for Surinam. His chief 
possession, a gun, be sold Immediately 
before sailing, for a Spanish fourpeuce. 
Hie intelligence, aptness, and skill at 
once forced him to the front and iu a 
comparatively short time be became 
commander of a vessel. Sea captains 
in those days were required to be skilful 
traders as well as careful navigator* 
and brave seamen. 
These qualities 


young Hopkins possessed iu au emi- 
nent degree. His skill as a merchant 
in trading beyond the seaa soon at- 
tracted attention, and 
investors of 


Providence 
and 
Newport 
eagerly 


sought shares iu his ventures. At one 
time tbe Hopkins family controlled 
seventeen vesnels,all managed by Esek, 
as Com modore of the fleet, with gratify- 
iugability aud success. His career was 
not without its misfortunes, and his 
character was both strengthened aud 
steadied by losses iu trading ventures, 
from which bis perseverance, determi- 
nation, aud judgment enabled him to 
recover with marked celerity. 


iu 1741 young Hopkins, at twenty- 


three years of age, married Desire Bur- 
rougts,a daughter of Ezekiel Burroughs 
of Newport, aud for some time there- 
after made his home- iu that town. His 
wife's family were merchants aud sea- 
faring people, and their great influence 
iu Newport was of great advantage to 
the young 'sea captaiu. 
Ills experience, however, was by no 


means coniiued to the merchant ser- 
vice. In those days Newport was a 
principal rendezvous for privateers that 
preyed upon French aud Bpauish com- 
merce. 
Tbe prosperity of tbe place 


largely depended upon tbe rich prizes 
brougbt into Narragausett Bay. 
In 


the seven years war, Hopkins, iu com- 
mand of one of his own ships sailing as 
u Privateer, captured a valuable vesMl 
which he fitted out and renamed tun 
Desire. 
Continuing his cruise in the 


following year, considerable merchau- 
due sent iu by him was condemned aud 
sold at public veudue by the Vice- 
Admiralty Court of Connecticut. Dur- 
ing tbii period Admiral Whipple aud 
other teamen afterwards prominent iu 
Naval a flairs of tbe Revolution nerved 
under him. 
Whipple twenty years 


later wrote: "I have had tbe bouor to 
serve you in the last French War and 
to your satisfaction,! thought*" 


The commanding position Hopkins 


bad acquired iu the enterprises of the 
colony won tbe respect of bis fellow- 
citizens, and from time to time between 
his cruises he took au important aud 
influential part in the public affairs of 
the colony. In the fierce political bat- 
tles between the Ward and the Hop- 
kins factions, be more than once ma- 
terially aided the success of his brother 
Stephen. 
He also evidenced strong 


interest in education, and 
in 1752 


in 
connection 
with 
other 
princi- 


pal citizens, was a member of the com- 
mittee "to have the care of the town 
schoolhouse and to appoint a master to 
teach in said house." His intimacy 
and friendship with Rev. James Man- 
ning, the President of Rhode Island 
College, extended over many years,aud 
Hopkins, from 17S2 until his death, 
waa a trustee of tbe college. He was 
repeatedly elected a member of tin 
Ueneral Assembly, and often served as 
a representative of bis fellow-citizens iu 
other positions. 
^At the outbreak of the Revolution. 
Esek Hopkins, then fifty-seven years 
old, 
waa recognized as a most success- 


ful, 
enterprising, aud intelligent sea 


captain. The people of the colouy had 
learned by experience that they could 
safely trust him in most important 
affairs. A man of strong convictions, 
which he always supported by bis j iu 
voice and bis acts, he bad gained tbe I b 
confidence and also the valued associa- ' 
tiou of the leading citizens of the col- 
ony. 


At a public town meeting, in the 


summer of 1775, he was elected to com- 
mand the battery on Fox Point, erected 
for the protection of Providence. The 
duty of putting tbe harbor in a condi- 
tion of defence was entrusted to him. 
Other batteries were constructed, fire 
ships prepared, a uo un aud chain was 
made ready to block the entrance to 
the port, and a floating battery built. 
Aliout this time two Kritish ships, with 
tlien- tenders, approached within a few 
miles of [he town. The batteries were 
promptly manned. The evident ar- 
rangements for protection made such 
an impression that the British forces 
withdrew without attacking.

The General Anwuibly, as 
advised by Hopkins, permitted New- 
port to supply the fleet, ou condition 
that Captain Wallace would not inter- 
fere with the commerce of the port. 


While occupied with these high du- 


ties on behalf of his native Slate, hon- 
ored by his fellow-citizens as tlieir 
chosen leader iu ali'airs of greater im- 
portance than the colony had ever ex- 
perienced, Esak Hopkins was notified 
of his unanimous election as Com- 
mandef-in-Cbief of the naval forces of. 
the thirteen colonies, 
ilia brother Ste- 


phen immediately wrote, urging him to 
accept the position as a duty lie owed 
'ins country. 


Resigning his command of the State 


troopn, Hopkins proceeded to Phila- 
delphia early in January, 1770, taking 
with him a number of seamen from 
Rhode Island, and found the lining 
out of the fleet proceeding with great 
activity. Eight vessels had been selec- 
ted from available merchantmen to be 
converted into men-of-war. 
Hopkins 


joined energetically iu the work of the 
Naval Committee aud took au active 
part Iu preparing the fleet for service. 
At last, wbeu all was ready, one cold 
January 
uioru'ug, 
fisek 
Hopkins, 


Commauder-ia-Chief of the Continental 
Navy, was rowed to the Flagship, tbe 
Alfred, through tbe floating ic« Iu the 
Delaware, and iu tbe presence of crowds 
occupying tbe neighboring wharves, 
aud with chips gaily decorated for the 
occasion, took command of the fleet. 
As he reached the deck of the Alfred, 
Capl. Dudley Saitoustall gave the sig- 
ual. aud First Lieut. Jobu L'aul Jouea 
hoisted a yellow silk flag, bearing upon 
it "a lively representation of a rattle- 
snake," aud the motto, "Don't tread ou 
me." 
As the flag reached the mast- 


head it was saluted by tbe guns ou the 
ships aud ou shore, as well as by the 
cheers of tbe spectators. W iih this cere- 
mony the Continental Navy went into 
commission, aud Hopkins had the hmi- 
oroflirst hoisting au American flag iu 
defiance of England's Navy. 


It was the intention of the Naval 


Committed that the fleet should pro- 
ceed early in January to engage the 
British vessels ou tbe coast of tbe 
southern colonies, as was tet forth in 
elaborate order* dated January u, 177li. 
They contained, however, the following 
clause: "Notwithstanding these partic- 
ular oiders which it is hoped you will 
be able to execute, if bad winds or 
stormy weather, or any other unforseeu 
accident or disaster disable you so to do, 
you are then to follow such courses as 
your best judgment shall suggest to 
you as most useful to the American 
cause aud to distress the enemy by all 
meaus iu your power." The departure 
of tbe fleet was delayed by ice iu tbe 
Delaware, aud not until Februaryl 17th 
was it able to leave the river. 
Time 


had essentially changed tbe conditions, 
aud Admiral ilopkius availed himself 
of the broad discretionary powers ac- 
corded him-' to execute au enterprise 
that the Continental Congress had se- 
cretly considered late iu 1775; Accord- 
ingly he ordered the fleet to New Provi- 
dence, took possession of Nassau on' 
that islaud, aud captured a large num- 
ber of cannon, mortars, shot, and shell, 
besides a considerable quantity of pow- 
der aud various other munitious of war, 
all sadly needed by Washington'a 
army 
and tbe Continental 
forces. 


Leaving New Providence, the fleet pro- 
ccedad toward the New York coast, 
captured several prizes, aud had au 
eventful actiou off the east end of Long 
Island with the British ship Glasgow, 
which, however, succeeded iu making 
her escape. Ou the 8th of April, 1778, 
Hopkins with bis entire fleet eutered 
the harbor of New London, Couu., and 
immediately reported tbe result of his 
cruise to bis superiors, by whom it was 
received with great satisfaction. Ad- 
miral Hopkins was congratulated by 
Congress iu a letter from Jobu Hau- 
coc6, its President, dated April 17,1778. 
His success was learned with delight 
throughout the colouies. A contempo- 
rary poet com rneinomted the deeds of 
the fleet aud of Uopkius iu verse. 
Criticism, however, aoou,developed con- 
cerning tbe escape of the Glasgow. 
Captain Abraham Whipple, of the Co- 
lumbus, demanded a court-martial to 
clear himself from uujust strictures 
concerning this action. The court was 
held on board the Alfred ou the Cth of 
May, aud be was promptly acquitted. 
After leaving .New London, tbe fleet 
proceeded to Narragausett Bay to refit 
aud to care for tbe large number of its 
men sick 
with smallpox aud other 


diseases. Many difficulties arose iu se- 
curing men for tbe fleet aud iu execut- 
ing the order:, of the Naval Committee. 
Finally, iu Juue, 1776, Admiral Hop- 
kins was ordered to Philadelphia with 
Captains Sallonstall and Whipple to be 
tried for breach of orders. 


Tbe investigation continued for some 


time, aud Hopkins was most ably de- 
feuded by John Adams, afterwards 
President of the United States. Mr. 
Adams bad taken the grsatsst interest 
iu the effort to inaugurate a navy, and 
bad materially assisted the delegates 
from Rhode Islaud in securing favora- 
ble acti m by Congress. He also was 
preatly pleased with the result of the 
expeditiou to New Providence, repeat- 
edly called attention to its success, and 
used his influence to counteract the sec- 
tional feeling that seemed to inspire 
much of tbe criticism against its com- 
mander. Nevertheless, ou August Ifi, 
177B, Congress passed a vote censuring 
tbe Admiral. On the 19th of the same 
month, however, Congress ordered him 
"repair to Rhode Islaud and take com- 
mand of the fleet formerly put under 
' is care." Shortly afterward he re- 
ceived directions from the Naval Com- 
mittee, August '21,1776, to purchase the 
Hawk, one of the prizes taken by bis 
fleet ou ils return from New Provi- 
dence, to lit it up and to re-name it the 
Hopkins. 


Ills impossible iu an article of this 


length to properly consider the grave 
questions aud the unfortunate circum- 
stances that arose between Admiral 
Hopkins aud some of his enemies in 
Rhode Islaud and I he Continental Con- 
gress. They have been exploited in de- 
tail in Field's Lift of Esek Hopkins 
and in Robert Gneve'a article on "Esek 
Hopkins" in tbe New Euglr.nd Maga- 
zine for November, 1897, to wnich refer- 
ence la hereby had.

American Navy. Twelve day* later, oil 
April lath, the Admiral was notified 
of tbe act of Congress suspeudlug him 
from command. This actiou was fol- 
lowed ou January 2,1778, by his formal 
dismissal from the navy. 


Alter losing his command, his fellow- 


citizens of Rhode Island 
continued 


tlieir conUdeuce aud from 1778 to 1786 
elected him to the General Assembly. 
Soon after taking bis seat the Legisla- 
ture appointed him a member of tbe 
Council of War, a position he 
held 


through tbe entire period of ;its,service, 
and made him a member of various 
other committees. It was also bis priv- 
ilege during the last years of his legisla- 
tive service to nominate his long-time 
friend, Rev. James Manning, President 
of Rhode Island College, to represent 
the stale in the Continental Congress, 
and to assist in his election. His friend- 
ship with John Adams continued, aud 
in tbe summer of 1797, when Mr. Adams 
then President, visited Providence, Ad- 
miral Hopkins.an old aud iulirm mau, 
again ex pressed heartfelt gratitude for 
Mr. Adam'nsupport dnriug his troubles 
with Congress. 
This circumstance 


made a deep impression upon the Presi- 
dent and was recorded iu bis diary of 
thejourney. 


For some time before Admiral Hop- 


kin's death he was confined to his bed, 
though his mind was perfectly clear. 
After much suffering he died at Provi- 
dence, February 28,1SG-2, In hie eighty- 
fourth year. He had the love and affec- 
tion of his family, and his descendant* 
bold him iu grateful remembrance. 


"A genuine fortitude ot miuci.ai lively 


tenniuility of heart,, and. au immovable 
adherence to integiily were hie general 
characteristics,"'stated the Providence 
Gazette iu hit eulogy. His services 
have been recognized by the erection, 
iu Hopkins Park in tbe city of Provi- 
dence, of au enduring monument iu 
bronze to bis memory.

April 1902, a United States torpedo- 
boat destroyer was launched.

He should keep early hours aud 
work as little as possible by artitical 
light. Moreover, he should not make 
baste to be rich, aud he should avoid 
worry aud consuming ambition."

Refuges for Reduced Ladies. 


One of the most iuterestiug method* 


of providing for tbe uuiniirrie.l daugh- 
ters and impoverish^ 1 noblemen ia 
that which obtains iu Austria, where 
they can, if entitled to the requisite 
lixteeu quarteriugs, become secular 
cauonessttiof of "dtifts Dameu," and 
live free of rent and worldly care at 
the Hradschin at Prague. Tbe Hrads- 
tihiu may be called the Hampton 
Court of the Austrian empire. 
This 


religious order cannot be considered 
strict, and its rules are binding only 
until marriage. 
It always has for 


abbess an-unniarried niece of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, who resigns ou • 
choosing a husband. This post was 
held for some years of her girlhood by 
tbe present Queeu-Motber of Spaiu. 
The private cauouesses, who are of all 
ages, are allowed the use of a bedroom, 
a dining room, and a reception room, 
publicrooms for large as well as of cer- 
tain assmblies. They are provided with a 
mald,a carriage,and horses,aud a box at 
the theatre. The service of a doctor, a 
dentist, aud au apothecary are at their 
disposal. They take brevet rank as 
married women, aud thus entitled to 
go alxiiit unchaporened, a great advan- 
tage in d country where the privilege 
ofnlngle women areas restricted as iu 
Austria. At court festivities they are 
expected to appear iu black, aud at 
certain functions they wear robe* and a 
tram bordered with ermine. The pre»- 
ent abbess Ie the Archduchess Maria 
Anniinciata. She U about twenty-four 
years of age aud highly accom pl'iihed. 
Among her predeu Mu» iu office was 
inn ill-fated .Marie Antoinette, Home of 
wlios« needlework i» still exhibited in 
the reception rooms at the Hradschin.
